A genuine kingdom , w ith a capital, 
residence and seaport, is at present off er­ 
ed for sale in Berliu. 
It consists of a 
part of the island of T ato ta and is called 
M atupia. The island is part of the Bis 
marek group between New Zealand mid 
N ew Mecklenburg. 
Tin* “ em pire” cov­ 
ers just seven square m iles (G erm an) 
and w as purchased during the eighties 
by Herr Georg Weisser, a retired pay­ 
m aster of the G erm an navy and a fte r­ 
w ard director of the N ew G u in ea com ­ 
pany. 
Herr W eisser had several bloody fights 
w ith ids Sam ban and K an a ka n chiefs, 
but m anaged to quell all relndlions and 
beoomo very jhipular w ith his subjects. 
Ho died Lo*t year, and his heirs, who 
reside at K aiserlautern, do not wish to 
exercise their regal duties and have in ­ 
structed lh«4r agents to sell the unique 
property. M atupia, tho cap ital ««f the lit 
th* kingdom , contains nlxnit 1,000 in ­ 
habitants, m any of whom are Europeans. 
It is one of tho host harbors m the arch i­ 
pelago. — Literary Digest.
